The G a £ g or i an Ye a * is the “Julian Tsar correffed by this 
Rule; that whtreas on the common Footing, every Secular or 
Hundredth Year, is Bijfextile \ on the new Footing, three of them 
*re common Years, and only the fourth Biffextile. 

The Error of eleven Mi rules in the Julian Tear, little as it was, 
yet, by being repeated over and over, at length became confiderable; 
*nd from the Time when Ceejar made his Correction, was grown 
into 13 D.ys, by which the Equinoxes were greatly disturbed. To 
remedy this Irregularity, which was frill agrowing, Pope Gregory 
the XIII. called together the chief Aflronome?s of his Time, and 
concerted this Corre&ion $ and to reftore the Equinoxes to their 
°iace threw out the ten Days that had been got from the Council 
of Niee , and which had fhifted the fifth of OSlo^er to the 15th. 

In the Year 1700, the Error of ten D.ys was grown to eleven ; 
upon which the Proteftant States of Germany, to prevent further 
Confufion, accepted the Gregorian Correction. And now in 1752 
the Eng/i/k follow their Example. 

Yet is the Gregorian Tear far from being perfect , for we have 
(hewn, that, in four Centuries, the Julian Tear gains three Days, 
one Hour, twenty Minutes : But it is only the three D.ys are kept 
'liut in th t Gregorian Tear j fo that here is (till an Excefs of one 
Hour, twenty/Minutes, in four Centuries \ which in 72 Centuries 
will amount to a whole Day. 

As tc the Commencement of the Year, the legal Tear in England 
a fee to begin on the Day of the Annunciation ; i. e. c.n the 25th of 
\larcby tho* the hiftoric.?! Year began on the Day of the Circum - 
ijton'y 1. e, the firft of January, on which D*y the Italian and Gsr - 
r an Yaar alfo begins ; and on which Day ours is to begia from this 
Time forward, the firft D^y of January being now by A& of Par- 
iament declared the fy ft D y of the Year 1752. 

At the Yearly Meeting oi, the People called Quakers, / held in Lor.-, 
Aon, fince the Polling of this Act, it was agreed to recommend to 
their Friends a Conformity thereto, both hyoraitting the eleven Days 
^iEettttiber thereby directed to he omitted, and beginning the Year 
tret eiftgr rn the fir ft D^y of the Month called Jfy&ry* which is 
henceforth tcTbe by them called and written. The Firjf Montbf 
he reft likewife in their Order, fo that September will now be th t 
Ninth Mortth, December the ‘Twelfth,
